Work  is  divided  between  the  Tiverton  Hospital  Group  and 
the  Exeter  Hospital  Group.  These  have  proved  adequate 
during  the  year.  The  Tiverton  District  Hospital  is  at 
present  undergoing  alterations. 


Since  September,  1967,  a  Capital  Scheme  of  the  renewal 
of  Engineering  Services  and  general  up-grading  of  Tiverton 
&  District-Hospital  has  been  in  progress.  The  effect  of 
this  scheme  has  been  that  the  operating  theatre  was  closed 
for  five,  months  and  the  number  of  beds  within  the  hospital 
reduced  from  50  to  16.  During  this  period,  Maternity  was 
temporarily  housed  elsewhere  within  the  hospital.  Since 
Noveniber,  1968,  the  number  of  beds  has  been  reduced  from 
50  to  25,  including  11  Maternity,  and  from  this  time,  sur¬ 
gery  has  been  fca.ck  to  normal.  The.. built-up  Waiting  List 

has  been  reduced  to  normal  proportions  by  the  acute  beds 
(14)  being  allocated  to  surgery  alone  and  all  acute  medical 
work  being  sent  to  Post  Hill.Hospi tal .  Since  March,  1969, 
the  Out-Patients  and  Casualty  Department  has  been  out  of 
commission  and  temporary  facilities'  have  been  set  up  in  the 
Nurses’  Annexre.  /..long  side,  the  current  work,  the  League 
of  Friends  of  the  Tiverton  Hospitals  are  financing  the 
addition- of  a  Patients’  Lounge  on  each  the  ground  and 
first  floors.  ..  ...  -  -

nothing  significant  has  occurred  throughout  the  year.

MAINTENANCE  OE  SEWERS  .AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 


During  the  year  under  review,  we  have  taken  over  the 
schemes  at  Hemyock  and  Silver ton.  The  only  additional 

labour  we  have  appointed  during  the  year  was  a  holiday 
relief  man.  Generally,  the  mobile  gang  engaged  on  sewerage 
maintenance  is  doing  a  good  job,  but,  with  the  increasing 
number  of  small  scattered  sewage  works,  a  large  amount  of 
the  time  is  spent  in  travelling  from  one  place  to  another. 

An  increasing  number  of  samples  has  been  taken  by  the 
Devon  River  Authority's  Officers  and,  where  unsatisfactory 
samples  have  been  taken,  liaison  between  the  River  Author¬ 
ity  and  our  sewerage  staff  has  usually  resulted  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  sample  on  the  next  visit  to  the  works  by  the  River 
Authority's  Officers,  except  in  cases  where  the  works  are 
overloaded.  I  give  herewith  a  lis  t  of  the  samples  taken 
by  the  Devon  River  Authority's  Officers  during  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  in  this  District  is  from  the  mains  of  the 
North  Devon  Water  Board. 


The  water  supply  in  the  Rural  District  was  adequate  to  meet 
the  demand,  although  it  was  necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of 
hosepipes  for  the  watering  of  gardens  and  the  washing  of  private 
vehicles  from  15th  June  to  3rd  October.  The  estimated  peak 

demand  now  exceeds  the  estimated  reliable  yield, and  the  Planning 
Committee  of  the  Tiverton  Rural  District  Council  have  been 
requested  to  do  everything  they  can  to  postpone  the  demand  for 
supplies  of  water  to  new  development  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
District  until  such  time  as  water  can  be  made  available  from  new 
works  to  be  constructed  at  Tiverton. 


The  quality  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactory  from  both 
the  bacteriological  and  chemical  point  of  view  and  regular  anal¬ 
yses  were  carried  out  to  confirm  this.  The  water  from  each 
source  which  supplies  the  area  has  no  fluoride  content.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  .BATH 


Regular  samples  have  been  taken  at  the  public  swimming 
bath  at  Waterloo  Cross , ITffculme .  Results  generally  were  satis¬ 
factory.  The  pool  is  chlorinated  by  hand,  the  quantity  being 
based  on  the  organic  load  on  the  pool  and  checked  by  regular 
Tintometer  readings. 

There  is  a  North  Devon  Water  Board  main  now  serving  the 
area  and  the  pool  is  now  filled  by  pumping  from  the  private 
well,  which  produces  a  better  quality  water  than  using  the  land 

springs  alone. 


LRARIIUR  SWIMMING  POOLS  AT  SCHOOLS 

Routine  samples  of  these  pools  are  taken  by  the  County 
Medical  Department  and  occasional  check  samples  are  taken  by 
ourselves  from  time  to  time.

During  the  year.  Hr.  W.  J.  Roberts  retired,  and,  after  a 
short  period  of  training,  Mr,  W .  P.  Lake  has  been,  engaged  as  a 
Rodent  Operator  for  the  purpose  of  killing,  rats  on  Council 
properties,  farms  and  business  premises  by  contract  and  private 
premises  where  necessary.  During  the  year  89  contracts  were 
taken  out;  premises  are  treated  four  times  a  year  and  more  often 
as  necessary.  In  general  arfarin  bait  is  used.  The  Council’s 
sewers  and  refuse  tips  are  treated  at  least  twice  a  year  and  reg¬ 
ular  checks  are  mac'e  on  rodent  infestations  at  these  premises. 
Private  dwellings  are  not  covered  by  our  contract  service,  but 
ratepayers  may  ask  for  the  service  of  our  Rodent  Operator  and 
we  keep  our  charges  as  reasonable  as  possible.

Lloyd  Maunders’  and  two  trainees.  One  of  the  trainees  has  passed 
his  Authorised  Meat  Inspectors  Examination  and  will  receive  his 
certificate  when  he  reaches  the  age  of  twenty  one.  He  is  now 
studying  for  his  Public  Health  Inspectors  Examination. 


It  is  now  possible  for  holiday  and  sickness  relief  to  be 
provided  from  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate.  Occasionally  on 
Saturday  mornings  slaughtering  has  gone  on  until  twelve  noon  and 
this  has  created  a  problem,  as  we  are  not  notified  until  late 
Friday  afternoons.  The  Senior  Meat  Inspector  is  always  available 
to  inspect  carcases  in  the  event  of  emergency  slaughter.

There  are  two  establishments  in  the  Rural  District,  Messrs. 
Lloyd  Maunder  Ltd.,  and  Messrs.  H.  J„  Dunn  &  Sons,  Uffculme. 
Messrs.  Dunns  have  closed  down  their  old  premises  and  should  be 
opening  up  again  in  1969,  when  they  will  be  concerned  mainly 
with  the  breeding  and  killing  of  capons.  Plans  have  been 
approved  for  a  small  poultry  slaughterhouse  and  they  have  inti¬ 
mated  that  they  are  willing  to  meet  our  requirements.  Arrange¬ 
ments  will  be  made,  as  from  the  1st  January  for  regular  visits 
to  be  made  to  this  establishment  as  well,  by  one  of  our  Meat 
Inspectors .

We  are  continuing  to  implement  these  Regulations  as  and  where 
necessary.  During  the  year  inspections  have  been  made  of  delivery 
vehicles , .operating  in  our  District.  when  vehicles  are  operating 
from  an  .adjoining  district,  details  are  sent  to  the  local  authority 
concerned. 

In  one  case  during  the  year,  it  was  found  that  a  wholesale 
delivery  vehicle  operating  from  T,'xeter  was  also  engaged  on  a  cer¬ 
tain  amount  of  retail  trade  in  the  Rural  District  and  did  not  com¬ 
ply  with  the  Regulations.  v'e  notified  the  Exeter  City  Authority 
of  the  infringement  and,  as  a  result,  a  special  vehicle  adapted  for 
retail  trade  is  now  used  for  this  round. 

In  our  scattered  Rural  District,  it  is  always  difficult  to 
locate  and  identify  vehicles  operating  in  our  District  from 
adjoining  areas,  but  wherever  possible  details  of  the  Regulations 
are  brought  to  the  notice  of  food  vendors  and.  tradesmen  who  oper¬ 
ate  vans  both  in  our  District  and  in  the  surrounding  areas.

HOUSING  ACTS 


During  the  past  twelve  months  63  applications  for  Standard 
Grants  have  been  received  and  55  applications  have  been  approved. 

7  Applications  for  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  were  received 
during  this  period  and  5  were  approved. 

’•'e  have  found  that,  although  all  applicants  for  Improvement 
Grants  have  been  informed  of  the  proposed  increases  in  the  amount 
of  grant  contained  in  the  new  housing  act,  very  few  are  prepared 
to  wait  until  the  bill  becomes  law.  we  have  therefore  been  able 
to  improve  on  our  figures  for  ^tand-^rd  Grants  issued  during  the 
year  and  with  the  advent  of  new  legislation  it  is  hoped  that  this 
trend  will  continue. 

Discretionary  Improvement  Grant  application  figures  continue 
to  be  disappointing,  but,  here  again,  we  hope  that  the  increase  of 
the  maximum  amount  of  grant  from  £400  to  £1,000  will  produce  an 
increased  number  of  applications  for  this  grant. 

With  regard  to  housing  generally,  during  the  year  58  Closing 
Orders  and  10  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  unfit 
properties  not  capable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense  and  2 
Undertakings  under  Section  16  (4)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  were, 
accepted.  In  addition,  8  unfit  properties  were  demolished,  2 
Preliminary  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  unfit  houses  capable 
of  repair  at  reasonable  expense  and  7  houses  were  made  fit  either 
as  the  result  of  cancelled  Undertakings  or  revoked  Closing  Orders. 

The  increased  number  of  Closing  Orders  made  during  the  year 
was  due  mainly  to  a  survey  of  all  empty  properties  carried  out 
over  the  whole  District.

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7L  RUSE  _  COLLECTION 

The  demand  on  the  refuse  collection  service  has  continued 
to  grow  during  the  year  under  review.  More  and  more  people 
living  in  isolated  country  cottages  are  asking  for  a  refuse 
collection.  These  cottages  have  in  the  past  been  occupied  by 
farmworkers,  gamekeepers  etc.,  but  are  now  in  the  main  occupied 
by  people  from  the  tov/ns  wishing  to  get  away  from  the  rush  and 
turmoil  of  city  life.  'Ahereas  previously  the  occupants  used  to 
get  rid  of  their  small  amounts  of  refuse  by  burying,  these  people 
expect  and  demand  city  services  in  the  heart  of  the  countryside. 
In  some  cases  it  takes  us  three  quarters  of  an  hour  to  one  hour 
to  collect  from  one  premises  alone.  In  addition,  collections 

have  to  be  made  from  small  estates  which  are  mushrooming  up  in 
nearly  all  of  our  larger  parishes. 

Lay-bys  on  the  major  traffic  routes  are  provided  with 
litter  containers  consisting  of  sack  holders  provided  with  either 
paper  or  polythene  sacks.  These  cope  with  the  litter  problem 
fairly  well,  with,  the  exception  of  the  very  busy  period  during 
July,  August  and  September,  when  our  small  vehicle  spends  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  time  emptying  sacks  and  keeping  the  lay-bys 
clean.  Unfortunately,  some  local  people  use  these  lay-by  sacks 
for  getting  rid  of  their  domestic  refuse  and  this  presents  a 
problem,  as  very  often  the  litter  bins  become  full  up  within  a 
few  hours  of  being  emptied  leaving  no ’room  for  refuse  and  litter 
from  the  travelling  public . 


BULKY REFUSE 

During  the  year  we  continued  to  implement  our  bulky  refuse 
collection  and  the  second,  collection  in  September  was  much  more 
successful  than  the  first  collection  in  January,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  public  realised  that  this  was  an  opportunity  of 
them  getting  rid  of  their  old  articles  such  as  old  pianos,  gas 
and  electric  cookers,  refrigerators,  wash  boilers  etc. 

CIVIC  <  yU.KTTITIES  ,  ACT  .,  _  1,967 

During  the  year  this  Department  dealt  with  15  vehicles  which 
appeared  to  be  abandoned  on  the  roadside  and  in  9  of  these  cases 
the  vehicles  were  removed,  by  the  Council  either  for  disposal  or 
to  a  compound  awaiting  a  decision  from  the  owner  as  to  whether 
the  vehicle  was  to  be  disposed  of  or  not.  We  work  in  close 
liaison  with  the  Devon  and  Cornwall  Police  on  this  matter. 


GYPSIES 

No  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  provision 
of  a  site  for  gypsies.  The  Devon  County  Council  .have,  however, 
decided  to  go  ahead,  with  the  purchase  of  land  at  Kentisbeare, 
which  we  understand  is  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  Gypsy 
Camp  for  the  gypsies  who  habitually  use  the  Dead  Road  Area.
